WHAT ARE PEOPLE ARRIBA? 
United People Arriba (UPA) 

United People Arriba was formed 
in May 1967 by the leaders of the Com¬ 
munity Progress League. The League 
was formed two years before — in March 
1965 — to investigate and voice griev¬ 
ances against the administration and fa¬ 
culty of the Roosevelt Junior High School, 
which served the Model neighborhood re¬ 
sidents. Primary complaints of the Lea¬ 
gue were that the school was ghettoized 
and that racism was common. They 
claimed that their children were sub¬ 
jected to insulting epithets (even by their 
teachers common to ghetto gangs; to be 
a "chongo" (ape) was to be out: to be a 
"surfer" was in. 

The Community Progress Lea¬ 
gue's action brought resultd: there were 
staff changes at the School, including 
bringing in a new principal. According 
to an editorial in the San Jose Mercury 



News (January 7,1968) Roosevelt changed 
from a "problem school" to a school 
"withproblems that are being combatted 
with methods that reflect good will and 
common sense." A political cartoon 
sense." A political cartoon showed pa¬ 
rents and the administration and teachers 
lifting the keystone of "concern" into 
place on an arch leading into the school 
building. 

Encouraged by their success, the 
Community Progress League leaders, 
notably, Mrs. Sophie Mendoza, 79 North 
King Street, wanted to broaden their ac¬ 
tion beyond school problems, to seek 
improvements in health conditions, to 
protect the rights of welfare recipients, 
to resolve differences with the police, to 
find jobs, and get better housing. The 
leaders called a mass meeting at which 
the name UNITED PEOPLE ARRIBA 
(United People Arise) of UPA spontan¬ 
eously arose and was agreed upon. 

The organization is not tightly 
structured. Membership is voluntary and 
unrestricted; neither the membership list 
nor the number of members are consi¬ 
dered public information by the organi¬ 
zation 1 s president. Although members 
may register, sign membership cards, 
and pay monthly dues (which are receipted 
by punches on the member's card) no 
one sharing concern over the same is¬ 
sues as the leaders of UPA would be ex¬ 
cluded from meetings or denied the op¬ 
portunity to help in their campaigns. 
There is no clear distinction between the 
membership and the "following" who can 
be attractedto UPA meetings or marches.

Committee Chairman are semi- 
autonomous, taking on issues as they 
claim priority for attention. The arrest 
of local youth, which UPA feels unjust, 
may stimulate the Police Committee to 
action. The arrival of farm-workers 
families who cannot find a place to live 
will draw attantion of the Housing Com¬ 
mittee. 

The general membership meet¬ 
ings are intended to be held monthly, and 
subcommittee meetings weekly, but the 
schedule is irregular. Meetings are often 
called spontaneously on short notice. 

Mexican-American, Blacks, and 
"Anglos" are among the leaders and 
membership. 

Purpose and character of the or¬ 
ganization is described in the leaflet: 
"What is United People Arriba"? 

"We are not satisfied with things 
the way they are. In particular we want 
to change the Eastside into a better place 
for ourselves and our children. We are 
not fancy people. We don't live in rich 
homes or drive expensive cars, but we 
think we have the same rights as any¬ 
body. We mean to enjoy the same rights 
as the richest businessman. The U. S. 
Constitution says we have those rights, 
and we want to make it so ." 

Since its formation, UPA has been 
involved in the following civic activities: 
(It may be that some of the problems 
would have been resolved if UPA had not 
been active, and it may be that other in¬ 
dividuals or organizations may claim 
equal credit with UPA for involvement). 

1. Stop light installed at King- 
Road and San Aitonio Street, near a new 
School. 

2. Picketed a store on Alum Rock 
Avenue whose proprietor practiced dis¬ 
crimination in hiring. A Mexican-Amc- 
rican clerk was hired as a result. 

3. Distributed bilingual wallet 
cards in English and Spanish outlining 
Constitutional rights in case of arrest. 

4. Lobbied a school board to 
change the proposed name of a new school 
to either a Mexican hero (Benito Juarez) 


or a Negro hero (Crispus Attucks) rather 
than after a local civic leader. Compro¬ 
mised on the name "San Antonio." 

5. Requested changes in the con¬ 
duct of police investigations in the 
schools in order to improve police-ju¬ 
venile relations. 

6. Sponsored an immunization 
clinic with the San Jose Health Depart¬ 
ment. 

7. Sent a representative to State 
Welfare Fraud Hearings, to inform local 
w-elfare recipients of proceedings. 

8. Requested the Board of Super¬ 
visors to have the new Alexian Brothers 
Hospital designated as a County service 
clinic convenient to Eastside residents 
until a permanent clinic can be built. 

9. Formed a buyers club for bulk 
purchases of food, and arc beginning a 
cooperative barber shop. 

UPA is action oriented. Their 
meetings attract several hundred mem¬ 
bers and followers and in addition they 
have organized marches, picket lines 
and sit-ins. They include in their mem¬ 
bership a youth group: "The Black Ba- 
rets." Their heroes are activists: Em¬ 
iliano Zapata, Ceasar Chavez, Freder¬ 
ick Douglass. Their passion is "Poor 
people doing things for themselves."
